on affordable housing, effective and efficient government, and
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recreational opportunities for youth in 2015 and 2016; and

WHEREAS, The McLean County League continues to engage in
the civic education of young voters and the mentoring of
students through its classroom visits and Juliana Sullivan

Memorial Scholarship; and

WHEREAS, The McLean County League continues to serve as
poll watchers, observers of local government entities, and

voter registrars; and

WHEREAS, The MclLean County League each year sponsors
several community programs on topics of vital concern to the
community, such as school funding and the Jjustice system; the
League also sponsors candidate forums as a way of educating the
voting public on the positions of candidates for local, State,

and national office; and

WHEREAS, The McLean County League has cooperated with

partner organizations, such as the Chamber of Commerce, to

encourage citizens to run for office; and

WHEREAS, The McLean County League is the third largest in

the State of Illinois; and

WHEREAS, The McLean County League was recently recognized
